Weak Bridge Gives Way. 


The train left Chicago at 10:30 o’clock 
ay. morning.

The bridge 
was being strengthened for the big locomo- 
tives, and the workingmen who were putting 
on the plates were at dinner when 
th crash came, Just /before the engine 
sréached the bridge Engineer Horton noticed 
8 ous jolting which told him that the 
engine was off the track. He put on full 
steam hc ping to pass the bridge. The engine, 
indeed hopped over, but the three cars follow- 
ing went down with the stracture. In an in-

Some Narrow Escapes. 


Mrs. John Howard of Boston, whose stage 
name is Hattie Blanchard, was one of the five 
saved in the sleeper next in front of the din- 
ing-car, which was the ‘worst wrecked. -She 
left Albany, where the John L. Sullivan com- 
pany. had appeared, the night, before. She 
says that she felt the car going down and 
reached for her hat in the seat in front. In 
an instant she was pinned down by a beam 
across her wrist. A chandelier had crashed 
down over her head. She extricated herself 
and turned to Mrs. Bisham, who was crying 
for help. 


Her head was wedged under a car seat arm. 


When Mrs. Howard saw that it was im possi-, 


ble to extricate the woman the poor victim 
squeezed her hand with a ‘* God bless .you. 
good by.’’ She started out and stumbled over 
a cook pinned down near the kitchen, and 
mounting the ruins of the next car was hep 
off safely.

The bridge had been built fifteen years and 
was a two-span lattice 221 feet long. It was 
built by the Hawkins iron works. The train 
was one of the fastest expresses on the road, 
stopping only at Pittsfield from Albany to 
Springtield. 
best cars of any train running west of Spring- 
field, All through trains are. being held in 
Pittsfield going east and in Springfield going 
west. 

Supt. Cone of Chebtor, who has charge of 
the Mountain division of the road, took 
charge of the wreck and with the assistance 
of the extra engines and section hands here 
did much toward clearing away the wreck pbe- 
fore the arrival of the wreckers from Spring- 
field. The scene of the accident is but a 
short distance below Chester and is just 
below the steep grade going up the mount- 
ain. 

Some of Those Killed, 

Thomas Kelly, whose brains were dashed 
out, was 60 years old and a member of the 
firm of Thomas Kelly & Co. of Boston, 
blanket manufacturers. His daughter was in 
the same compartment in the sleeping coach 
and escaped uninjured. 

John E. Dewitt of Portland, Me., who was 
instantly killed, was the I resident of the 
Union Mutual Life Insurance company and 
well-known in New England financial circles. 
His business called him all over the country, 
‘and he was returning from a Western trip 
when he met his-death. 

The baggage car revealed the tragic end of 
a combined fight for life. Just before the 


crash the express messenger, the’ brakeman, | 


and the baggagemaster were at work together 
in this car. The 4nstinct of companionship 
seems to have been their last living impulse, 
for in the débris. were found their remains 
closely huddled together and compressed be- 
neath the heavy timber, | 

It is thought that there may be one or two 
bodies still in the wreck, but/not more. _.” 

The dead were brought to this’ city during 
the evening and the wounded will be brought 
here tomorrow. 

All the injured are now doing well and are 


expected to recover. 


NEWS OF H. C, IVES’ DEATH. 


Prominent Chicago Railroad Man Is Killed 
Rumor That It Was the Art Chief. 

Information of the dgath of Harry C. Ives.

- Santa Fé road, who was among the fourteen 


persons killed at Chester, Mass., by the fall- 
ing of a train through abridge, had not 
reached his relatives unti! 10 o’clock last 
night, when a reporter for THe TRIBUNE 
called at the residence of his-parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Solon E. Ives, No, ' 443 Elm street. 
Mr. Ives left Chicago yesterday morning 
at 10:30 o’clock over the Michigan Southern, 
bound for New York Beach, Me., where his 
daughter Edith has been spending the sum- 
mer with Mrs. Manvel. widow of the late 
President of the Sante Fé road. He expected 
to return home with his daughter in a few 
days. He chose to go by way of Boston, and 
mot his death at Chester. 

Bivens Ives was was born in Newark, N. J., in 

852, being 41 years of age. When a young 
sea his family moved to Minneapolis, Minn., 
where he married Miss Jessie Griffins. 
He leaves his wife and three children, aged 
15, 10, and 6. Previous to the position he 
held in this city during the last three years he 
was Assistant General Manager of the Great 
Northern railroad .at St. Paul. He was for a 
number. of years Superintendent of the Chi- 
‘cago and Kansas City division of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa F6 railroad, and later was 
purchasing agent of the same _ road. 
He also held positions in other capacities 
with different railroads of the Southwest. 
Mr. Ives lived at No. 443 Elm street with his 
family and parents, the latter having moved 
with him from Minneapolis to Chicago three 
yearsago. Judge James D. Springer, who 


was a neighbor of Mr. Ives, was shocked upon 


hearing of his death. He spoke of him in the 
highest terms. ‘* He was,’’|said he, ‘‘a man 
possessed of eminent business qualities, and 
in railroad circles-his future was regarded as 
one of the brightest. He was also a kind 


.father and an affectionate son.”’ 


It was at first reported that Halsey C. Ives, 


‘Chief of the Bureau of Fine|Arts at the Fair, 


was the victim of the wreck, and his friends 


were much worried until the ‘assurance was 


given that it was not the well known Chief of

~— EL DeWitt Had Many ‘Interests in 
: This City. 


Johné E.. DeWitt, President of the Union 
Mutual Life Insurance company of Portland, 
Me., was one of the best known life insurance 
men in the country. He was formerly Presi- 
dent of the United States Life Insurance com- 
pany of New York, but a dozen or 
more years ago he resigned to accept the 
Presidency of the Maine company. Under 
his management the latter progressed from a 
small and little known ‘corporation until it 
has become one of the acknowledged strong 
companies in the business. Mr. DeWitt was 
well. known in financial { and social 
circles in Portland, New York, and Chi- 
cago. It was his ,custorn to visit 
Chicago several times a yeat + to look after his 
company’s large investments in ‘this city. 
He was often seen at the Union League club. 
His company had large loans on the old Chi- 
cago University, which it foreclosed several 
years ago, and at the end of a long litigation 
obtained a title to the property on 
Cottage Grove avenue, between ‘Col- 
lege Pp and . University place. In

LIST OF STORM VICTIMS IN SOUTH 
CAROLINA STILL GROWING. 


Nearly Four Hundred Bodies Already 
Found on the Sea Islands and Others 
Are Being Recovered Faster than They 
Can Be Buried—Seven Thousand Sur- 
vivors Are Destitute and Gov. Tillman 
Issues a Call for Aid=Two Chicago 

. Waehts Weather the Storm in Safety. 

- Beavrorrt, 8. C., Aug. 31.—Three hundred 
and ninéty déad hodies: have been found on 
the islands about Beaufort and Port Royal, 
and the total number of dead will reach 
1,000. Over $2,000,000 worth’ of property 


? has been wrecked near the same points. Both 


are the direct result of the storm Wirich swept 
along the Atlantic coast Sunday night. 

Every one of the fifteen Or twenty islands 
lying around Port Royal and Beaufort .is 
steeped in sorrow. On every door knob there 
is a ounch of crape and upon every hillside 
there are fresh-made graves, some already 
filled, while others are awaiting the bodies 
that will be deposited in them just as soon as 
some one can be found to do the Christian act 
of shoveling,the dirt upon the coffin. 


The beeches, the: undergrowth, trees and 


shrubbery, the marshes, and the inlets are — 


turning up new dead bodies every time an in- 
vestigation is made. Of the many disusters 
and devastations which have visited this sec- 
tion of the country none have been half as 
horrible as those which came Sunday. 
There has not been an hour of any day since 
the early hours of Monday morning thata 
dead body has not been found at some point 
on one of the many islands, Asthe waters 
recede and the people move deeper 
into the wreckage gathered by the 
storm, the ghastly pictures are uncovered. 
So frequent are the discoveries that the find- 
ing of a single body attracts no attention at 
all, It takes the discovery of a clump of at 
least half a dozen or more to induce the peo- 
ple to show any feelings whatever. 


It is around Beaufort and Port Roy al that 3 


the death rate was the greatest, but in neither 
of the. towns were many lives lost. Around 
the two towns there is a complete chain of 
islands, and it was upon these that the harvest 
of death was reaped. 

This section of the Atlantic coast has been 
prolific in storms that scattered death and 
destruction of property’ in their wake, but the 
weather-wise, the oldest ~-citizens and the 


pilots, cannot recall anything equaling this 


last storm. 
Great Suffering Among the People. 

The people are now suffering for food and 
7,000 negroes, who have been driven to 
Port Royal by the storm from the surround- 
ing islands and the rice and cotton 
plantationg:are starving. They are so des- 
titute wnd so badly in need of something 
to eat that they have resorted to fighting 
among themselves for food. Several were 
killed.in a fight for provisions. The negroes 
are getting more and more daring in the 
struggle to keep their wives and children 
from starving. Many of them have not 
had a morsel to eat since Sunday. The scene 


was weird and gloomy and heartrending. Men, _ 


and children stand in the streets 
The white 
people in Port Royal are doing all in their 
power to relieve the suffering, but their ef- 
forts alone cannot begin to better affairs. As 
soon as one negro. gets some supplies he 
is attacked for his share and considerable 
food has been wasted by these battles. 

The horrors of the devastation can scarcely 
be imagined, and nothing can be extrava- 
gantly said of the wreck and ruins. That 
part of South Carolina is known as 
the black district; ‘and is. almost entire- 
ly inhabited by negroes. Of those drowned 
not more than twenty-five were whites and 
only five were women, Most of the negroes 
were adults, though at least 200 helpless chil- 
dren are counted among the dead. 

It will take at least a year to rebuild Port 
Royal, to reéstablish homes, and to provide 
work for the laborers who will | be indefinitely 
thrown out of employment. Most negroes 
are farm hands, and as this year’s crop is de- 
stroyed and plantations still iriundated, their 
labor will not be needed again before spring. 

Lashed Themselves to Trees, 

The storm began Sunday morning. The 
wind increased until it’reached a velocity of 
130 miles an hour at 3 o’clock. The wind 
alone was a storm which would have terror- 
ized. any community, but with the blinding 
rain and vivid flashes of lightning and deafeh- 
ing peals of thunder the hearts of the stoutest 
were made to quail. In’ihany instances peo- 
ple left their homes dnd lashed themselves to 
trees to prevent being blown dway. . 

By noon every one on the chain of islands 
about this place had become a grave-digger. 
All during theday Monday the bodies began 
to multiply so rapidly that the Coroner was 
compelled to swear ina half dozen deputies, 
one for each of the islands where deaths were 
reported. One of these deputies held inquests 
over seventy-eight bedies. 

The known decd are distributed as follows: 

At the Pacific works, 79; on Lady Island. 28; 
Paris Island, 19; Beaufort Island, 12; at Coo- 
saw mines, 5; at Cain’s Neck, 79; Eustis Place, 
Ladies’ Island, 48; at the other end of Ladies’ 
Island, 7; Dawtha Island, 80; St. Helena, 150.

GOV. TILLMAN CALLS FOR AID. 


Seven Thousand Survivors of the Storm in 
Destitute Cireumstances, 
CotumBisa,. S. C., Aug. 31.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Tillman regeived the following tele- 


gram tonight from the receiver of the Port: 


Royal railroad, it being the most specific in- 
formation of the great disaster onthe coast 
that has been received : 

The loss of life by the recent cyclone on the 
islands adjacent to Beaufort and Port Royal will 
number not less than 600 people. There are 
7,000 people of the islatids entirely destitute of 
provisions, all they had being washed away and 
their crops entirely lost. Great destitution will 


| prevail among them unless they have speedy re- 


lief. Iam working night and day to open up 
communication and hope to have trains into 
Beaufort not later than Monday next. Please 
address se reply you may have to me at Yemasse, 
from which point it will be forwarded by rail- 
road, J. H. AVERILL. 

The Gévernor immediately issued a procla- 
mation calling upon the people to come to the 
aid of their suffering fellow-citizens. Cuontri- 
butions can be sent to the Bank of Beaufort, 
subject tothe draft of arelief committee 
which the Governor will appoint. 

Estimates of injury to the cotton crop 
that where in former years Charleston re- 
ceived 10,000 bales of sea island cotton this 
year it will do well to get 3,000 bales. 
The reports indicate the sea _ islands 
met with the heaviest damage, while 
the it sof fared somewhat better.

ANCE WITH MIXED SUOOESS. . 


His Fourth “Subject,” Mr. Peters, Is Any- 
thing but a Victim—Nelson Is a Taking 
Subject of Sleep Under the. Professor’s 
Spell and a Much-Mesimerized Man= 


Curious Exhibition of Riding Hobby | ke 
Horses — Gregorowitsech Studied in a 


Temple and Worked on Crowned Heads. 


Prof Gregorowitsch gave a soirée hypnotique 
last night at No. 10 Van Buren street. In its 


| way it wasa remarkable soirée. The pro- 
fessor is from Moscow. A _ two-sheet poster 


which the professor uses for one-night stands 
announces that “ he studied the occult arts in 
tne ' temple, their cradle in India, with 
the wondrous  Fakirs and Yogis.’’ 
This flamer also announces that the 
professor has “hypnotized before the 
crowned heads of Europe and has been the 
recipient uf countless medals and insignias of 
honor.”’ On this poster from the provinces are 
enumerated the cures wrought by the profes- 
sor, and their limit runs from the opium habit 
and the rejuvenation of quick consumptives to 
the lasting eradication of the ** housemaids’ 
knee.”’ The professor is alsoa mind reader. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock the professor ap- 
peared in immaculate evening dress and 
announced his drowsy mission. He 
pointed the index finger of invitation 


‘toward the audience, and four young subjects 


moved with the precision of trained soldiers 
toward the stage and occupied the front seats. 
Prof. Elliot Coues, Chairman of the Psychic 
Science Congress, suggested that soine of the 
audience who were residents of Illinois be in- 
cluded in the list just as a guarantee of good 
faith. These the professor dismissed after 
the inaugural tests, which developed nothing 
but open-eyed amazement on the part of the 
crude subjects.

the show was completed, but atthe time he 
went on with the second act, which*consisted 
of horse riding. Again Nelson was the most 
taking victim, his surprise at being awakened 
being quite good,’ except that in this’ instance 
he missed his cue and awoke before the spell 
was removed. Tibbs was a bad rider, and 
after Nblson’s chair had slipped from under 
him—they were all riding chairs—the old man 
looked cautiously out and taking an extra 
“cinch” on his saddle seat rode the rest of 
the journey more carefully. 


Is a Much-Mesmerized Man. 


Nelson was the most-mesmerized man that 
ever slept when conditions were so difficult. 
Why should not he have been? By his own 
confession he was Demullen’s trained object, 
when that professor of psychic art, having 
graduated from the double act on the bars 
which he did with Henley, became a hypno- 
tist and gave exhibitions at the Lyceum to the 
science lovers of the Desplaines street dis- 
trict. Nelson walked when the professor 
said walk, sang when the  pro- 
fessor told him to sing, and man- 
aged to do the “turning fall” 
from the stage in a way that startled the audi- 
ence into open fear. Tibbs felt the weight of 
his many years but tried hard to keep up with 
the antics of the younger members of the 
trio, for Peters had been dismissed for in- 
competency, he not having closed an eye 
during the entire performance. 

Then camé the cataleptic tests. These the 
professor made on Nelson alone, he being the

When Nelson was 
put into the supposed cataleptic state he was 
laid out on two chairs, one at his head and 
one at his feet.

With the professor's assist- 
ance he managed to get himself * straightened 
out again,.and when fhe professor again at- 
tempted to sit on him the young man was 
prepared, and although it made the muscles 
on his face stand out in bold relief he held 
the professor up. Then the professor woke 
him up, and, forgetting to put him to sleep 
again, went through some more acrobatic 


* feats. 


After this was over Nelson put his tongue 
out and Gregorowitsch put a rieedle through 
it, and many in the crowd wondered. This 


closed the regular show. .On the request of 


Prof. Coues, the hypnotist put a mild-eyed 
little lady to sleep on the stage. This test 

was fair and honest, and while not as 
amusing was perhaps just as interesting as 
any that preceded it. Gregorowitsch is not a 
stranger in this country. He formerly ran a 


hypnotic cure office at No. 863 Lexington 


avenue, New York City, and has given exhibi- 
tions in some 6f the provincial towns in the 
East. The tests, it was first announced, would 
be given under the auspices of and at the 
rooms of the Woman’s Club, but. for some 
reason a change was made, and but few of the 
Woman’s Club graced last evening's interest- 
ing seance.

tion that a person or corporation holding title in 
fee simple to land and devot it to a certajn 
use cannot at any time change use of its or 
his own volition. 

However desirable it might be that public lands 


devoted tw park purposes for the rest and recrea- | 


tion of the pe@ple in a great city like Chicago 
should be forever sacredly devoted to that pur- 
pose the premeat law and Constitution are not 
effective for that purpose. This desirable con- 
summation can only be obtained, in our opinion, 
by an amendment to the Constitution. It is the 
prevince of a court not to make law, but to ex- 
In the absence of con- 
stitutional restriction the Legislature of the: 


State is omnipotent. Counsel for the com- 
plainant has not n able to_ point out 
to this court any constitutional provision 
‘which limits the pawer of the islature to 
control the use of lands the fee of which | 
to the people ; and in the absence of such consti- 
tutional restriction we are forced to conclude 
that it has such power. Authorities are abun- 
dant in support cf this position. 


The conclusion thereof seems irresistible that

' absence of constitutional restraint (and none ap- 


ars), has plenary power to declare by legis- 

~~ enactment to what use the lands in ques- 
tion ’hould be put. In pursuance of that power 
it has enacted two laws bearing upon the sub-

First—The act of Feb. 24, 1869, in which it 
declares, in Sec. four (4), that the lands in ques- 
tion *‘ shall be héld, managed, and controlled by 
them and their successors, as a public park, for 
the recreation, health, and benefit of the public, . 
and free to all persons forever, subject to such 
necessary rules and regulations as shall, from 
time to time, be accepted by said Commissioners 
and their successors, forthe well ordering and 
government of the same.,”’ 

But by Sec. thirteen (18) of the same act 
they also authorize the said board “ to have full 
and exclusive power govern, manage, and di-

JUDGE GoGGIN’s EXTRAORDINARY GON- 
DUCT. 

Nothing hd ever happened in any of the 
Cook County courts as astonishing and as hu- 
miliating as the scene of yesterday in Judge 
Goggin’s court-room. Some weeks ago, 
Judge Stein having left the.city; application 
was made to Judge Goggin to dissolve the in- 
junction granted by his colleague restraining 
the Exposition officets from closing the Fair 
Sundays. The Judge said that he would like 
to have two of his associates on the bench hear 
the case with him. This natural request met 
with the approval of the lawyers, and Judges 
Brentano and Dunne were called in. The 
ase was fully argued before the three jurists 
and taken under advisement. 

After many delays, yesterday was announced 
as the day when the decision would be given. 
It appears that Judges Brentano and Dunne, 
for reasons set forth in their opinion, were in 
favor of dissolving the injunction. Goggin, 


for reasons which he has not yet committed 


to writing, was opposed to dissolving it. The 
unvarying rule has been that where three 
Judges hear a case under such circumstances 
thedecision of the majority shall prevail, even 
though the Judge before whom the case is 
brought is of a contrary opinion. But inspite 
of the unbroken precedents and the common 
sense of the thing, and of the appeals made 
to him by lawyers like Walker and ex-Judge 
Moran, Judge Goggin declared that he in- 
tended. to defeat the majority opinion, and to 
have his own way in the case at all hazards. 
His pained and mortified colleagues withdrew, 
and then Judge Goggin proceeded first to 
overrule the motion to dissolve the injunction, 
and then to continue the matter for sixty 


| days, so that the World’s Fair would be ended 


when the continuance was. 

The case is in Judge Goggin’s hands. If, 
after looking at his multifarious orders, he 
decides finally to continue it, it is difficult to 
see how the matter can be taken out of his 
hands. In thatevent the Fair will remain 
open Sundays. The best thing'to be done is 
for Judge Goggin’s friénds to call his atten- 
tion, with no loss of time, to the serious error 
he has committed, which if not corrected will 
put a practical end to his. usefulness on the 
Cook County bench and deprive him of the 
respect of every lawyer at the bar. His duty 
is to reconsider his unwise, rash action; to re- 
convene his court, and to allow the decision 
ef thetwo Judges whom he called in as his 
ussociates to stand as the judgment -of the 
court. If he. persists in his extraordinary 
conduct he will not havea friend left in the 
city.

M’GLYNN’S PREPOSTEROUS LABOR NOf 
TRUM. 

Dr. McGlynn told the unemployed men 
who listened to him on the Lake/Front that 
they were there because of “* monopoly,” 
which ‘* gives palaces to the monopolists 
“‘while the workers have cottages, and is 
‘* drawing the latter into industrial slavery.” 
He told them they were “ deprived of a chance 
to produce,”’ and that the way to improve 
their condition is “to make the holders of 


property pay in taxes what the right to use it 


is worth.”’ Stated in other words, he advises 
the confiscation of ownership of all the 
landed property in the country, his empirical 
nostruin for the ills that afflict humanity be- 
ing identical with that invented. by Henry 
George, the self-chosen apdstle of the ** single 
tax’ fad or folly. 

~ The unemployed fraction of the auditors of 
the reverend gentleman were there not for 
result of 
other and very different causes. For fifteen 
years past the country was very prosperous 
and labor so fully employed that half a mill- 


‘ion a year. of fresh labor poured into this 


country from Europe to supply the demand. 
Then owing to vicious gold-dispelling legisla- 
tion some of the more cautious capitalists 
withdrew from the banks their gold, locking 
it up in safety deposit vaults and hoards at 
home. This started a distrust and made 
money scarce. The banks were unable to 
lend as much as before to merchants and 
manufacturers, These people gave as a rea- 
son for the cutting down of business and dis- 
charging hands that the banks were short. of 
funds, and that caused widespread alarm 


kamong workers and other depositors, which 
| resulted in a run on the banks and the with- 


drawal ‘of more money. That. necessi- 
tated a still further contraction, as the 
banks had to call in their loans to 
meet the defands of depositors; and a 
further contraction in manufacturing and 
mercantile operations ensued, many thou- 
sands being thrown out of employmént in 
consequence of the money panic, which was a 
direct result of the Congressional folly in 1893 
of loading up the government with heavy ad- 
ditional obligations to redeem cheap silver 
notes without increasing the gold reserve in 
the Treasury, which was the neat for 
such redemption. 


dn this city the industrial Sabine is intensi- 


fied by the fact that the rush of preparation 
for the Fair. provided far more house and 
store room: than will be wanted after the Fair

The great majority would much 
prefer to let things remain as they are than 
to enter upon so hopeless and profitless a 
campaign, The whole scheme is a wild, vis- 
ionary-vagary. 

The extreme folly of. the proposition must 
be evident when it is considered that_it is 
offered as a remedy for present trouble in the 
labor market. Here are several thousand 
men out of work. They want immediate re- 
lief. They ask for something to occupy their 
hands so that they may be able to fill tlie 
stomachs of themselves and families, not 
years hence but today. Dr. McGlynn, professing 
to be a servant of him who came to bring 
peace on earth and not a sword, advises these 
men with scant purses and empty bellies to 
précipitate themseives against the great ma- 
jority of the American people and demand 
the confiscation of their real estate property 
rights, Even if there were any prospect of 
the advised movement prevailing ultimately 
it would not avail to relieve the present 
distress.

BISHOP FALLOWS’ COMMON- SENSE S0G- 
| GESTIONS, 

The address made by Bishop Fallows at the 
labor mass meeting Wednesday afternoon 
was thoughtful and well considered and con- 
tained much that will meet with general com- 


.mendation. The Bishop enunciated a great 


truth when he declared: ‘* We have no labor 
class in this country as such and no capitalist 
class as such. We have no class at all in the 
European sense of the term.” This is a self- 
evident truth, and yet it is one which probably 
ninety-nine out of every hundred working- 
men have failed to recognize. Their first and 
main assumption in any discussicn of the 
labor problem is that they constitute a class— 
the lass of labor, and that against them is 
arrayed an organized and permanent class— 
the class of capital. They never stop to con- 
sider that these are interconvertible terms, 
and that the elements of the problem are so 
changeable and the conditions of labor so 
flexible thatthe workingman of today may 
be the capitalist of tomorrow, and still more 
frequently the capitalist of today may be the 
workingman of temorrow, 

Bishop Fallows gave the workingmen good 
counsel when he advised them to have pa- 
tience and to use their strength not for the de- 


struction but for the conservation of property, 


and by thorough organization superinduce 
conditions of self-help ‘and interdependence 
which will enable them to tide over jast such 
crises as the present one, and bring about that 
day ‘*‘ when the war-drum beats no longer and 
the battlefiag is furled in the parliament of 
the nations. the federaticn of the world.” As 
one of the considerations which should induce 


this patience he:called their attention to the’ 


efforts beuig made by the municipality as 
well as by.prominent citizens to present 
measures of practical help and: relief. 
In this connection Tue Trreunz is glad to ob- 
serve that the Bishop indorsed its suggestion 
that the saloons should do their part in re- 
lieving a situation for which they largely are 
responsible. Bishop Fallows said: 


The churches are now coming to your relief and 
for the first time they are going -to call the sa- 
loons to help the unemployed of the city. Your 
money has been freely given to them in times of 
prosperity and it is now but just and ‘right that 


these saloons should largely contribute to your. 


help in the time of your adversity. While I am 
not an advocate of the boycott, yet 1f these sa- 
loons do not respond to a call like this I would 
give them the everlasting go-by. 

This is sound and sensible, and yet he was 


the only one among his associate .theorists, — 


doctrinaires, and cranks who had the courage 
to make this suggestion ‘and who was not 
afraid of offending saloonkeepers er their cus- 
tomers. No one else had the courage to tell 
his hearers home truths, to counsel provi- 
dent and frugal habits, to remind them that 
many of them had been receiving compara- 
tively high wages and ought to have saved 
something to tide over bad seasons, But this 
A large part of 
the workingmen’s wages has gone into the 
beer saloons and whisky-shops and they have 
returned no equivalent. They have made im- 
mense profits and have helped to impoverish 
their customers’ by reducing the means of 


family support and the capacity of the wage-. 


earner for.work. It is their duty now to look 
after the unemployed workingmen and help 
support them until times are better and work 
is plentiful. Bishop Fallows is to be cyedited 
with having talked common sense, It is a 
pity that his examiple was not imitated on the 
Lake-Front., It would have expedited the ef- 
forts of those who are striving to devise meas- 
ures of relief and it would have been better 
for the workingmen themselves.

ey CHICAGOS SHUT OUT AT BOSTON. 
Recovery from Depression, the Controller . 
Thinks, Will be Swift. 

Controller Eckels of the United States 
Treasury arrived in the city at. noon yester- 
day, with his wife, en route to his home, 
spending several hours atthe Palmer. | 

“The financial situation is growing 
brighter,” said Mr. Eckels. “I believe the 
recovery from the depression will be more 
rapid than the people have ever witnessed. 
Conditions are favorable all over the country. 
There were seventy-two bank failures in July, 
and only thirty-two in August. The first 
week in July we had thirty-one banks to 
close, the first week in August there 
were but thirteen, and the last 
week in August we had only one. During the 
last two weeks thirty-two“sanks have resumed 
business, and of the others in the hands of 
the bank examiners 90 per cent will reopen 
their doors. I will not permit’a bank to re- 
open on borrowed money. The only ones 
that will go out of business are the weak ones. 
that went down in the first part of the trouble. 

** There has been a noticeable increase in the 
circulation of national bank notes during the 
depression. I have had application for the 
issuance of $32,000,000 additi al notes, and 
after deducting the notes call in and can- 
celed on ‘account of the ashuives. there has 
been a net increase of $20,000,000 in the 
circulation... Iam heartily in favor of the 
Voorhees bill to permit the national banks to 
issue notes to ‘the “full amount of their 
bonds deposited with the Treasury. 
At present, with government bonds 
yielding but 4 per cent, and commanding a 
big premium, there is no profit in the circula- 
tion, but if the banks can issue dollar for 
dollar of . their bonds, with the premium now 
down to 11 cents,,there is a profit, and the 
circulation of the country would thereby be 
increased by about $80,000,000. 

“Chicago .can thank the World's Fair for 
escaping the full force of—fhe panic. Let me 
say a word in favor of Néw-¥ork. At the 
beginning of the panic the banks there went 
to the help of their correspondents inthe 
South and West and when it), caught them they 
could not realize from their correspondents, 
aud the condition there is due to the efforts of 
the bankers to savé the banks elsewhere. 

**The passage of the repeal bill in the House 
has produced a better feeling and in Washing- 
ton an impression prevails thatthe Senate will 
concur in the repeal. The crisis is over and 
the country will witness an unparalleled re- 
covery.”’ |

New York, Aug. 31.—([Special.]—Domino 
and Dobbins met ina match at Sheepshead 
Bay this afternoon, and, although Doinino’s 
colors were not lowered, he was ‘** near it, very 
near it.””

She soared so high into the airy altitudes of 
alliteration that she gasped ‘for breath at 
times when she wanted to say cutting things 
about newspapers. One cause for the deplora- 
ble condition of affairs, she said, was “ be- 
cause the people have been’ persistently per- 
verted by the paid plutocrats of the pluto- 
cratic press-ah.’’ And then she did not like 
it because some silly people belonged to two 
certain political parties. She became excited 
when she got to this point, and used a word 
in great favor with steamboat mates when on 
duty at wood-yards. ‘*‘ How,’’*she demanded, 
‘*can any sensible man elong to the Repub- 
lican or the Democratic party-ah?”’ 

From another part of her plaint it might be 
inferred that she does not approve of the 
presence of police at the Lake-Front gather- 
ings. ‘* Have we lost the right of free assem- 
bly-ah®.ghe inquired: ‘* Have we lost the 
right of free speech-ah?

For 
the last two months the 500 men; employed 
in his factories have been working full time 
on three-fourths pay, for the double purpose 
of husbanding re3ources and joining in the 
loss of this unfavorable year should there be 
any. The amount thus deducted from their 
wages is to be made up out of future profits. 
The capital invested shares the same ratio of 
reduction., Mr. Nelson is also interested in a 
large codperative, store, whose beginnings 
and growth he described. Some years ago 
nine persons, eight’of whom were workmen, 
agreed to join in starting a store. Each took 
one share of $5Q,. payable at 50 cents per 
week or more, some of tla members 

aying their shares in full. Y With this 
ittle fund a smalkstock of groceries was pur- 
chased. At the end of two months the mem- 
bership had increased,-account of stock was 
taken, and a clear profit of 15 per cent on 
the sale was found. to have been nade. This 
was paid to the heusekeepers in proportion, 
not to the money invested but to the goods 
bought. 

He gave sdme figures upon codperative 
stores as they are conducted in Great Britain 
The English Whole- 
sale company, with sales of near $50,000,,- 
OOO per year, does its enormous business at a 
fraction of under 2 per cént. The Equitable 
Retail Store of Rockdale has 12.000 mem- 
bers, a capital of $2,000,000, and its sales in 


$175,000. The money thus accumulated is 
used for the establishment of coéperative fac- 
tories, and there aré now two hundred of such 
factories. These have a combined capital of 
$8,000,000, of which $3,500,000 is in lands, 
building, and machinery, and they turned out 
last year a product of over $18,000,000 at a 
net profit of $825.000. Mr. Nelson con- 
cluded by saying: aa

MICHIGAN JUSTIOE DISOUSSES DIS- 
TRIBUTION OF PROPERTY. 


Paper Read by Judge Henry M. Brown 
Before the American Bar’ Association 
in Which He Tells What Legislatures 
May Do to Prevent Wicked Combina- 

Hons and Fraud on Stockholders=U,. M. 
Rose Speaks of the “ Law of Trusts and 
Strikes, } 

Miuwavukzz, Wis., Aug. 31.—[Spetial.]— 

Justice Henry M. Brown of the Michigan Svu- 

preme Court addressed the “American Bar 

Association today on “* The Distribution of 

Property.”’ His was the annual address that 

is delivered at each meeting by soine eminent 

lawyer upon the invitation of the association. 

He said in part: 

_ Legislation can do much to improve the. rela- 

tions between employés and employer and to 

palliate the evils of the present situation. It may 
fix the number of hours of a legal day’s work, 
provided that payment be made at certain stated 
periods, protect the life and health of the work- 
ingman against accidents or diseases arising 
from ill-constructed machinery; badly ven- 
tilated rooms, defective appliances,- or 
dangerous occupations, and may limit or pro- 
hibit altogether the labér of women and children 
in employment. injurious to their health or 
beyond their strength. It may go deeper still. 
Bearing in mind that the most grievous cause for 
complaint lies in,monopolies and combinations, 
it may by constitutional amendment, if necessary, 
forbid the, charter of business corporations 
for any other purposes than those of mining, 
ose pm nar Sg insurance, or transportation, es- 
pecially: for farming or trading purposes, or 
traflickingin any manner in themecessarieés of life. 

With the aid of the judicial power it may put an. 

end to cembinations haying for their object the 

control and monopoly ,of particular articles’ of 
may accomplish the same 
purpose by authorizing such. articles to be 
placed temporarily upon the’ free list. It ma
